Soviets cast 
votes for 
parliament

MOSCOW — For the first time in 
more than 70 years, Soviets had a 
choice of candidates when they voted 
Sunday for a new parliament in an 
election Mikhail S. Gorbachev hailed 
as a triumph for his vision of democ- 
racy. 

However, maverick candidate 
Boris N. Yeltsin, running to repre- 
sent Moscow in’lhe' new 2,250-.sear‘ 


claimed many Soviets were worried 
about vote fraud and said the elec- 
tion wasn't completely democratic. 

Polling stations in Moscow, fes- 
tooned with red banners and Soviet 
-flags, opened at 7 a.m. Eleven time 
zones to the east, in the Kamchatka 
and Chukotka regions of Siberia, 
polls closed as Muscovites were still 
voting. 

The millions of voters elected 1,500 
deputies to the. congress. _which xO' .

VALDEZ, Alaska — The tanker 
that caused the nation's biggest oil 
spill when it ran aground on a reef 
was being piloted by its third mote, 
violating company policy that the 
captain remain on the bridge. Exxon 
Shipping Co. said Sundoy. 

Alaska's governor, meanwhile, de- 
clared once-pri.sline Prince William 
Sound 0 disaster areo as the toll on 
the waterway's abundant wildlife be- 
gan to mount. The Coast Guard said 
the slick ond patches of oil separated 


from it were spread over 50 square 
miles. 

Exxon spokesman Brian Dunphy 
told The Associated Press that the 
captain of the tanker Exxon Valdez. 
Joseph Hazelwood, was not on the 
bridge at the time of the accident and 
that third mote Gregory Cousins was 
in command. 

"It's Exxon's policy that m the wa- 
ters that the ship was located in, the 
captain should have been on the 
bridge.' Dunphy said. There's a 
problem there in that he was not 
there. It's our policy he .should have 


been there. 

"The third male, while :!icen.sed to 
operate the vc.ssel as the offiecr of the 
watch in open water, did not have the 
authority to operate the ship in wa- 
ters where the incident occumd," 
Dunphy said. 

He said he did not know why 
Hazelwood was not on the bridge. 

"1 am unaware of any explanation 
he ha.s made at this time. ... There i.s 
a full inve.stigation that will occur on 
the incident." Dunphy .said, adding 
that the capUiin is consulting with an 
attorney.

Pope John Paul prays for 'self-destructing' world

— VATICAN- CITY - Celebrating 
Easter renewal with a huge crowd in 
St. Peter's Square, Pope John Paul II 
prayed Sunday for divine reconcilia- 
tion in a modem world "that seems to 
be rushing headlong toward self-de- 
struction and death.' 

The pope's annual Ea.stcr "Urbi ct 
Orbi" me.ssage — to the city and the 
world — depicted the eternal univer- 
sality of God as a 'shelter for Chris- 
tians from the ills ''of a troubled 
world. 

John Paul olso appealed for reli- 


gious freedom, "often todoy trampled 
upon in many different ways." and 
voiced hia anguish at unchecked vio- 
lence in "cvcr-belovcd and torment- 
ed' Lebanon. 

Strong-voiced os ever, the white- 
robed lender of the world's 850 mil- 
lion Catholics delivered his addres.s 
and his traditional Easter blessing 
from the central balcony of a cathe- 
dral decked in white and maroon for 
ceremonies marking the resurrection 
of Christ, the most important Sunday 
in the Chiistian year. 

' A Vatican spokesman estimated 
the crowd at more than 200,000. Thle- 


vision carried the pageantrj' to an e.'i- 
timaled audience of 500 million in 5S 
couniric.'!, including the Unlu-d 
Stales. 

This year, the 68-year-oId pontiff 
offered Eu-sler greetings U) his fiock 
in 55 languiige.s, starting in Italian, 
ending in Latin and passing on route- 
through such longue.s as Lithuanian, 
Ethiopian, Swahili and Thai. "A 
blessed EasleT in the joy of Jesus 
Christ, the risen Lord and .savior of 
the world," the pope said in English. 

Greeted by u fanfare of trumpets 
and cheers from pilgrims waving 
Hags and banners from more than a 


dozen nations, John Paul based his 
llalian-language message on a pas- 
sage from the Go.spcl of St. Luke: 
"Why do you seek the living among 
the dead’.' He is not here, for he bas 
risen." 

Noting that the rcsurectinn of 
Christ occurred while Jew.s in 
Jerusalem were celebrating Pa.ssovcr, 
the freedom of Israel from bondage, 
the pope said, "Tins is Easter — the 
Passover of the bird." 

The resurrection, John Paul .said, 
was God's covenant with humanity 
and "the world which is the theater of 
the history of the human race."

Vacationing transplant patient tracked down 


MIAMI (AP) — Abcuit'sSO Haltiiia 
rofugces threatened to throw babies 
overboard durinfo- 30-hour rtandofF;' 
on the high seas with a U.S. Coast 
Guard vessel transporting nearly 100 
Haitians back to their homeland, of* 
ficials said Sunday. 

A rope was used to demobilize the 
. rudder of the 50-foot refugee vessel 
and four other Coast Guard cutters 
were scnl to the scene before the 
Haitians agreed to leave the sailboat 
at 5 p.m. MST Sunday at>out 120 
miles southeast of Miami, said Coast 
Guard Petty Officer Gary Starks. 


"It was really an ordeal and there 
were some very tense moments," 
said Starits. There was no idea what 
^ would .happca_aDd_none_of-tho. 
Haitians had life jackets. There was 
a potential for a significant loss of 
••life."' 

One refugee woman was rescued 
after leaping into the sea and others 
vowed to throw their infant children 
overboard unless they were allowed 


to continue toward the United States, 
said Starks. 

— StaiJcs-said • none-of-llre- refugees - 
had weapons and no one was injured, 
although -three ill Haitians were 
tronsported to the Coast Guard base 
in Miami Beach. 

- Some of the JIaitians aboard the 
Coast Guard cutter Escape refused 
to eat in an act of sympathy with the 
refugees, he said. 

The Escape encountered the 
rcfugcc^boat about 9 u.m. Soturday 
while on route to Port-ou-Prince, 
Haiti, with 99 Hoitian refugees inter- 
cepted. Friday slightly more than 
three miles off Fort I^udcrdale. If 
the refugees hod come within the 
three-mile limit, they would have 
-been -brought-ashorc-te -be- inter- 
viewed by U.S. immigration offi- 
cials. 

Under INS policy, brief hearings 
are held with refugees intercepted at 
sea and only those deemed political 
asylum candidates arc allowed to en- 
ter the United States. Other so-callcd 


"economic refugees' are returned to 
their native country. 

—The cuUer-Escape eecape took the 
99 original refugees back to Poivau- 
. Prince late Sunday, while the cutter 
^odfast took the other 250 refugees 
back to their homeland. 

Only five of the more than 20,000 
Haitians interviewed at sea unce 
1981 have been brought into the coun- 
try for asylum hearings. This month, 
about 1,400 Haitians have been 
stopped at sea, more than any other 
month in the eight-year interdiction 
program.

Virginia legislators pass Is^ 
for checks on people buying guns 


RICHMOND, Va. (AP) - Legisla- 
tors who passed the nation's, first law 
requiring instant background checks 
on people wanting to buy certain 

guns say_ they. hopo.to,_end_yirginin'8. 

reputation as a supplier of fircorms 
to drug dealers. 

The deadline for signing the bill is 
midnight Monday; Gov. Gerald L. 
Baliles has said he supports the mea- 
sure and is expcctca to sign it. ft 
would take effect Nov. 1. 

Debate on the bill saw weapons 
drawn in the halls of the General As- 
sembly. 

The sponsor of the measure took a 
Soviet-designed AK-47 assault rifle 
to a Senate committee hearing, say- 
— ing-hc wanted'to-showihnt-dangcr--- 
ous guns can be sold to anyone who 
has the money. Sen. M.E. "Sonny" 
Stallings said the gun was similar to 
one that was used to wound him 
when he served in Vietnam. 

The measure awaiting Baliles' sig- 
nature is designed to keep awault ri- 
. (les and handguns with barrels 5 
\inches long or less out of the hands of 
^nvicted and wanted felons. It sets 
up instant background chocks on res- 


ident purchasers; non-residents may 
have to wait up to a week while the 
checks are made before they can take 
home a gun. 

__Thc. system will be similar t o that 
used by merchants checking the va- 
lidity of a credi^t card. Gun dealers, 
after-checking a purchaser's identifi- 
cation, will call a toll-free number op- 
erated by the State Police. In min- 
utes, an officer at a State Police com- 
puter terminal will determine if the 
purchaser has a criminal record. 

At present in Virginia, there arc no 
identification requirements or other 
state restrictions on gun purchases. 
Gun owners who want to cairy a con- 
cealed weapon need a permit, but for 
-otherarno-liccnse-is-required-and-no- 
registration files arc maintained. 

Washington Mayor Marion Barry 
referred to the state's reputation as a 
gun exporter a week ago when ho put 
some of the blame for his city's high 
murder rate on Virginia guns. 

The impetus for the measure came 
in December when a student at a 
school in Stallings' hometown of Vir- 
ginia Beach was charged with killing 
a teacher ond wounding another with 


an assault gun. 

The final measure, which passed 
the Senate 33-6 and the House of 
Delegates 81-15 in February, was a 
caKfully CTafted compromise to aatis- 
'fy gurrdedlcra,"^h^ntiollidvocote^ 
and firearms owners. 

"What we basically have is a win- 
win situation from the standpoint of- 
cveryone concerned," said Raymond

did not want gun buyers to hove to 
wait for days before taking home 
their purchases, They also won a pro-

Gun dealers lobbied to makc.sure 
they would not be swamped with pa- 
perwork. The law places most of the 
rccord-kccping buracn on State Po- 
lice.

Prison escapee arrested in shooting 


RACINE, Wis. (AP) - An Indiana 
fugitive and his female companion 
were both in comas Sunday from 
drug overdoses that occurred mo- 
ments before they were arrested, au- 
thorities said. 

Ronald R. Plummer, 39, and Eliza- 
beth Bonvillain, 31, are suspected in 
an interstate crimcspree that includ- 
ed the taking of a hostnp in an Indi- 
anapolis hospital, an Illinois armed 
rob^ry and the shooting of a police 
officer in suburban Milwaukee. 

They remained in drug-induced co- 


mas Sunday at St. Luke's Hospital in 
Racine, but both were taken off the 
critical condition list, said nursing 
supervisor Linda Cohn. 

Racine County Sheriffs Deputy 
Kenneth Sowinaki said the two were 
arrested Saturday morning when of- 
ficers found them hiding in a bam 
shortly after a patrolman who sur- 
prised them in a parked car was shot 
in the hand. 

"They were found buried between 
straw in a box stall," Sowinski said. 
"Both appeared to be under the influ- 


ence of drugs" they had just taken, 
he added. 

Plummer, a federal prison inmate 
who had been in Indianapolis to face 
robbery charges, is accused of esenp 
ing Friday with Ms. Bonvillain's help 
affer he contrived a visit to a hospital 
emergency room. They arc suspected 
of taking an X-ray technician hostogc 
and releasing him unharmed in 
Chicago. 

Police said Plummer has tried to 
escape from custody on at least four 
occasions in Ohio ond Kentucky since 
1973.

At a July 4, 1985, picnic attended 
by staff of the U.S. and Soviet dele- 
gations, a Soviet official approached 
a Tower secretary and tried to estab- 
lish u relationship. A source in Wash-

Meteorologists are hopeful that 
repeat of drought won't happen 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Farmers, 
watermen, boaters, politicians and 
piany others ore anxiously watching 
the spring skies, hoping for the dark 
clouds that could prevent a repeal of 
last summer's disastrous drought. 

‘ For much of the nation, the silver 
lining isn't apparent. 

I But meteorologists are hopeful- 
; —New York Mayor Edward I. Koch 
has declared a drought emergcnc)' 
pnd imposed strict water-use limits 
because of low reservoir levels that 
have not been replenished by winter 
snowfalls, though recent rains may 
help somo- 

) •Serious drought persists in win- 
ter wheat regions of Kansas, western 
Oklahoma and north Tbxas. Congress 
members from that area charged last 
week that the federal government is 
ignoring the plight of their con- 
stituents. 

•The navigation season on the 
Missouri River is being shortened by 
five weeks to allow water to be held 
in rc-wn’c at rcsen’oirs. which arc 
only about 60 percent full. 

•The Delaware River Basin Com- 
mission reports that luck of signifi- 
cant snow cover could require water 
restrictions over large parts of New 
Jersey, New York, Delaware and 
I’onn.H)jvnniu unless condition.s im- 
prove. 


•Fierce winds have eroded nearly 
4.7 million acres of land in the Great 
Plains this winter, one of the most 
extensive losses on record, according 
to an Agriculture Department sun cy. 

'Much of this damage is due to the 
drought," said Wilson Scaling, chief 
of the dcparlrocnl's Soil Conserva- 
tion Service. "We went into the wind 
erosion season with poor cover in 
much of the Great Plains because of 
the drought- Then this winter, we've 
had a combination of no snow cover 
and high-velocity winds in many ar- 


Oq the other hand, David Miskus 
of the federal Climate Analysis Cen- 
ter reports that storms cilong the 
Gulf and East coasts have helped 
ease the drymess somewhat in recent 
days, and more moisture is expected 
in the Pacific Coast states. 

Incoming storms could also bring 
some needed moisture to the middle 
of the nation. Miskus said. 

On the hopeful side, the outlook 
through mid-April calls far above 
normal precipitation in the Pacific 
Northwest, the Great Ijkes and the 
Northeast. 

But that projection also indicates 
below normal rain in Georgia, Flori- 
da and adjacent stales and in a large 
area including Wyoming. South 


Dakota, Nebraska. Kansas. Colorado. 
New Mexico and northern Tbxas and 
Oklahoma — some areas badly in 
need of moisture. 

. In the Southeast, along a wide belt 
from 'Ibxas to Kentucky, moisture has 
been excessive in recent months, re- 
ports Doug LeComte of the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

Despite some flooding, that mois- 
ture was badly n^ed in a region 
that has suffered drought for several 
years, LeComte pointed out. 

And he said that the northern 

C ilains arc in much belter shape than 
ost year with snow and rain provid- 
ing bcncficia] wetness for Montana, 
the Dakotas and the Great Lakes re- 
gion this winter — although some 
subsoils remain dry. 

Good snow and rains have also 
wetted down the Ohio Volley and 
western portions of the com belt, 
said LeComte. The main spring 
planting areas were oIT to a pretty 
good start."

MOSCOW (AP) — A bill passed by 
the Idaho House would prevent coun- 
ties from holding ranchers liable for 
wandering cattle, unless the board of 
commissioners first .set up herd dis- 
tricts, Latah County officials say. 

But a 1963 law elTcctivoly prevents 
any chance to create new herd dis- 
tricts, Latah County Commissioner 
Nancy Johamson added. 

The bill, which grew out of con- 
flicts between Latah County cattle- 
men and their neighbors, made.s its 
way through the House without the 
input of Latah officials who thought 
it would be resolved at the local lev- 
el. 

"It's been a very disappointing sit- 
uation, for a bill to whir, through 
there and to not even have the oppor- 
tunity to testify," Ms, Johansen said. 

A herd district requires ranchers 
to fence in cattle. Open range, which 
takes up much of Latah County, 'now 
requires landowners who do not 
want livestock .wandering on their 
properly to fence them out. 

• Ms. Johansen said the first she 
heard of the bill was after a .Mo.scow 
radio sUition reported its approval 
by the Idaho House. The station fuid 


been notified by Gary Glenn, execu- 
tive vice pre.sident of the Idaho Cat- 
tle Association. 

The bill was druRed after Latah 
County ranchers became concerned 
about the possibility of ti county mis- 
demeanor ordinance that could 
make them liable for wandering cat- 
tle. Glenn .said. 

Benewah County has tin ordinance 
that sel.s criminal penalties for 
ranchers who nllow their cattle to 
stray onto property where grazing i.s 
banned. The law has since been up- 
held by the Idaho Supreme Court af- 
ter an appeal. 

Glenn favors stale stolues resolv- 
ing problems between roaming cat- 
tle and landowners through a herd 
district. 

To permit county commissioners 
to set an ordinance does not involve 
the public, he said. Herd districts re- 
quire a m.njnrity of landowners in 
the affected are;i to petition the emn- 
missioners. he said. 

But the stale .statute was amended 
in 196'i, to not :illow the establish- 
ment of herd districts in areas that 
are open range by custom, Itcerwe 
or otherwise.' 


The cITcct of the restriction is to 
eliminate any chance to create new 
herd districts, because almost all ar- 
eas of Idaho where cattle graze can 
be considered open range by custom , 
Ms. Johati-sen said. 

Glenn said he was unaware of that 
point, but agreed nearly all of Idaho 
could he roiLsidered open range. 

"If that’s news to him iGIcnni then 
he's promoting some serious legisla- 
tion without having any idea what it 
does. That basically reflects on the 
whole Idaho Cattle Association. He's 
out there promoting a law without 
knowing whiit it docs," said David 
Hidick. a Moscow landowner who 
served on the county's grazing advi- 
sory committee. 

I/iitah County fiivored coopenttion 
in land management before fines. 

Rep. James Lucas. K-Moscow, 
said he voted for the House bill with- 
out knowing where it came from, 
wluit issues were involved or that it 
was prompted by cattle cunflicts in 
his county. 

The 1n>t herd district .-^et in Latah

Columbia River Treaty negotiations 
"one of the major regional energy is- 
sues in the next decode.* Prelimi- 
nary negotiations began a week ago 
in Portland, Ore. 

The treaty, signed in 1961 and rati- 
fied by the U.S. Congress in 1961, 
marked the beginning of the cooper- 
ative hydroelectric resources man- 
agement in the Columbia River, 
nearly luilf of which runs through 
Briiush Columbia.

The execution of Campbell, 34, 
for the brutal 1982 slayings of Re- 
nac Wicklund, her daughter and a 
neighbor would be the state's first 
in nearly 26 years. 

Campbell’s last avenue of ap- 
peals was to begin Monday in the 
U.S. District (kmrt in Seattle, but 
federal courts have- turned -him - 
down in the past. His final state-lev- 
el appeal ended last week when the 
Supreme Court of Washington de- 
nied Campbell's request for a stay 
of his execution, scheduled for 12:01. 
a.m. Thursday.

Yellowstone fights new post-fire problem: the drop in tourism 


YELLOWSTONE NATIONAL PARK, 
Wyo. (AP) — Yellowstone, its image hurl by 
fires, starving elk and the slaughter of bison, 
IS the focus of a high-powered public rela- 
tions effort to restore tho gloom .to the nn- 
tionol park system's crown jewel. ' 

Nature is slowly healing the wounds left 
from the summer of 1988's forest fires that 
liurned nearly 1 million acres of tho 2.2-mil- 
lion-ncre park. But Yellowstone's magical 
lure is being crippled by vivid images of 200- 
foot-tall walls of llamc that were projected 
into America's homes by television lust 
year. 

'The more sonsationalistic covonigo led 
the public to believe tliat Yellowstone simply 
burned up, that there was nothing left,” said 
Yellowstone spokeswoman Joon Anzelmo. 
'That's very far from tho truth, The park is 
open, it's alive, it's well," 

Thick blankets of snqw arc slowly melting, 


uncovering in the park u new landscape. In 
some areas, where visitors once could not 
sec beyond the green needles on the first 
phalanx of pines, the eye can now scan up 
hillsides of charred tree trunk.s. Lining sec- 
tions of the Grand Loop that circles through 
Yellowstone's interior are blackened skele- 
tons of oncc-majcstic lodgcpolc pines. 

But in other ureas, grass ond wildflowers 
arc sprouting along with lodgcpolc seedlings 
'that got their start when the fires scared 
open pine cones, scattering seeds. 

Higher than usual . numbers of winter 
deaths of elk and Montana's hunting of bison 
that roam north of the park's boundary have 
also hurt Yellowstone's image. 

Pork biologists agree some of tho elk 
deaths can be traced to starvation stemming 
from the fire damage. But they also point out 
that recent mild winters and lush summers 
let some elk live beyond their normal yours 


and so thiil year's more typical Yellowstone 
winter was bound Icrkill largo numbers. 

As for the bufTnlo, there are killed when 
they wander outside the park because of the 
fear they may bring disease to live.slock. 

Yellowstone defenders stres.s that the park 
is intended to be a mitural environment, with 
death and fire as natiiMl as rcgruwih and re- 
birth. 

"The very simple .solution to all of this 
would be to pul up a 12-foot high cyclone 
fence around Yellow.stone National Park, 
and we can now keep the hulTalo in." said 
Steve Shimek, a spokesman for Travel Mon- 
tana. a branch of that suite's Commerce De- 
partment, "And then we bring in the hay 
trucks and we feed nil the elk and we keep 
them nice and fat. and then wc put out all 
the pesky fires. 

"As a tourism product, we compete with a 
.New York zoo," said Shimek. "Montana is nut 


interested in competing with a New York 
zoo. Montana is interested in competing on 
the level of a wild, natural place." 

Getting the public to understand that con- 
cept and return to Yellowstone is co.sting 
Wyoming and Montana hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. 

Surveys taken in recent months found that 
many people said they were less likely to 
come to Yellowstone and many tourism 
counselors foresaw n falloff in trips there. 

Gene Bryan, director of Wyoming's Travel 
Commission. .is sending media kits to 3,000 
travel writers throughout the world, Those 
kits contain a fact sheet on what the fires did 
and didn't do, a story on the park's recovery 
program and an outline of the rohahilitniion 
work. 

Also outlined are the projects the Pork 
Service is putting together to explain the 
ecological role of fire. Those projects will in- 


clude an exhibit center and "wayside ex- 
hibits" along Yellowstone's mud system that 
wilt describe where the fires roared and 
what they did. 

Also planned are nature trails that will 
lead visitors through burned and unbumed 
areas. 

In the weeks to come, TV stations in the 
nation's major markets will receive video- 
tapes depicting Yellowstone's rebirth. Tour 
operators also will be escorted 'Chrough Yel- 
lowstone to show them the park is still an at- 
tractive destination. 

The goal behind Wyoming's decision to 
spend roughly $600,0(X on the tourism cam- 
paign is to reverse the dip in advance book- 
ings for the coming .season, which at oho 
point were running 33 percent behind normal 
for this lime of year. 

"Bookings ord still down," Bryan said, "but 
there's a definite trend upwards."

The rabbits .sold by the Monroe 
students wre not from lots that 


were recalled in several states, in- 
cluding Utah, after residents in New 
Jersey, Colorado, Connecticut and 
Illinois reported finding foreign ma- 
terial in the candy, Templeton said. 

The lot number of the Ohio rabbit 
was not immediately available, 
Templeton said. However, he said 
the company had told him Friday 
that the lot numbers in which the for- 
eign jnatler had originally been 
found were not among the lots 
shipped to Ohio and later reshipped 
to the school. 

Templeton said Pierce Township 
police in Clermont County told him a 
man who bought one of the rabbits- 


frora a student reported finding glass 
in it. 

Pierce Township police officer 
Marvin Saylor said no other reports 
of foreign matter in the candy had 
been received, Saylor said'hc in- 
spected the sealed package and said 
the material appeared to be glass. 

"Evidently, if it got in there, it got 
in there at &otia," Saylor said, 

Templeton said the man who re- 
ported finding the glass asked police 
not to reveal his name. 

The children who sold the bunnies 
as part of a fund-raising project are 
being contacted and being asked to 
- notify customers, Templeton said.

South’s handling of today's trump 
suit showed good technique Unfor- 
tunately he played the suit before be 
knew what he was really after. 

Dummy's heart ace won and a 
low trump was led frorp dummy. 
When East played the eight, South 
covered with his nine, guarding 
against the loss of two trump tricks. 
West won his king and punched an- 
other heart, which South ruffed. Af- 
ter drawing the last trump, South 
was forced to try the diamond fi- 
nesse. and when it lost, he went one 
down. 

Had South held a solid hand out- 
- side-the trump suit; hls' play Ih 
trumps would have been' impecca- 
ble. As it was, he executed a safety 
play In trumps without knowing 
what his real objective was. 

Before playing trumps, South 
should have tried the diamond fi- 
nesse. Had it won, he could afford 
■ “fhTlulcufy ora safcty play. When it 
loses, the only hope of making the 
slam is to lose no trump tricks, and 
South may as well bang downJils 
ace in hopes of dropping a singleton 
king,

TWIN FALLS — Interested in a low-impoct, low-cost, 
anytime, anywhere way to get in shape? Raccwalking 
may ho just what you've been looking for. 

Raccwalkcr&-arc known foe the hip-wiggling stride and 
fast gate titht propels them towara the finish line. For 
men, it's-been ah Olympic activity since 1906. Women 
racewalkers arc now in training for the 1992 Olympic 
games in Barcelona, Spain — the first time raccwalking 
has been oflicially included as an Olympic sport for wom- 
en. 

Racewalkers say the time is ripe for their sport. Mall 
walkers and fitness trails signal public recognition of 
walking as a low-injury route to fitness and health. It's 
an aeroUe activity requiring little investment in equip- 
ment, clothing or training. \Vhat's more, walking spares 
your legs jarring impact of running, jogging or jump- 
ing. 

"Regular walking can lower blood pressure, generate 
the 'good' cholesterol, seduce muscle tone into shape; 

. .bunuJat .and.. dear. tha-strcs&fuL cobwebs. .from. your 
mind," says Jan Mitticidcr, wellness instructor at the 
College ofSouthem Idaho. 

Raccwalking takes things a little more seriously 
There's technique to master and a competitive edge that 
adds excitement. The health benefits of the sport in- 
crease as skills and speed improve. On the race course, 
form is as important as time: racers can be disqualified 
for not haring one foot on the ground at all times or for 


bending a knee at the wrong time. Even for the non-com- 
petitive types, proper raccwalking leenniques it 
the body-shaping potential of a walking workout. 


Racewalkers "start with a natural movement and 
boost it a little," says Darlene Hickman, Seattle, a certi- 
fied raccwalkingjudge and raccwalking advocate.

Icge of Southern Idaho to invite Hickman to help local 
residents discover the sport. 

Hickman will bring her raccwalking expertise and en- 
thusiasm to the College of Southern Idaho this week, os 
part of the school's all-year "campus wellness program" 
for faculty, staff and students. She will be offering mini- 
clinics for a variety of audiences (including o session for 
the general public), each explaining and demonstrating 
"racewalking for fun, fitness and fat-burning -- or how to 
turn your leisurely walking pace into a calorie-gobbling 
experience," according to event publicity materials. 

Hickman's credentials arc impressive. In 1964, she be* 
,camc the first woman to bo promoted to (he International 
Amateur Athletics Federation (lAAP) team of judges. 
She ofllciated at the 1964 (Los Angeles) Olympics in 
track and field, and in 1987 was a racewalk referee at 
the Pan American Games. She has developed and edited 
a racewalk handbook for judges and a rulebook for youth 
racewalkers. She is active with the Pacific Northwest 
Athletic Congress, Seattle T^ack Club Comets and 
TAC/USA (The Athletic CongressfUSA) National Race- 
walking Committee, and conducts clinics for racewalkers 
and racewalking judges. She has received numerous ath- 
■ letic awards, and in 1980 rcccivcd thc President s Award 
from 'I;aC/USA. 

Hickman says her number one role is as racewalk pro- 
ponent, and her sessions here will be designed to help 
participants understand the sport, learn the techniques 
and discover how they cen bwme involved with race- 
walking Ixally and otherwise. 

Last year, she made similar presentations to students 
at O'Leary junior High School, demonstrating raccwalk- 
ing as part of students' physical education instruaion in 
track ond field. The response was great, recalls O’Leary 
coach' Jeff Hoskisson, who is a member of TACAJSA de- 
velopment committee. Following Hickman's presenta- 
tions, 15 O'Leary students competed in raccwalking 
events.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - A 
psychologist with the Salt Lake 
. County Health Department said 
recent reports of teens abusing Ro- 
bitussin-DM are not grounds for 
parents to stop buying the cough 
remedy. 

Dr. Ralph Gisseman. of Salt 
Lake C ounty's Drug aiyi Alcohol 
”• Services,’ said about 10 percent' of 
the youths he secs are involved in 
some form of over-the-counter 
drug abuse. 

‘They, were abusing Robitusaili 
when I was a kid. I encourage par- 
ents to talk to their kids. Commu- 
nication is very important,” he 
said Tbesday. 

Gisseman is part of a team of 
health care professionals that run 
the adolescent treatment program 
for the Salt Lake County Health 
Department. He said while the

*I think it's a problem because 
of the young people it involves,” he 
said. ‘It's not a particularly good 
high." 

Gisseman said youth in the 12- 
1 3 ngc” group are most likely to 
abuse Kobitussin-DM and that 
abuse almost certainly leads to 
abuse off other substances, most 
commonly alcohol. 

But Gisseman is firm in his ad- 


vice for paronta concerned about 
substance abuse to talk to their 
children. 

*I am amazed at how many par- 
ents call me for advice but say 
they haven’t talked to their kids,” 
he said. 

Blood alcohol tests on a Draper 
teen who commited_suicide. last 
month showed a blood alcohol lev- 
el of .33. Further, said Draper City 
Felice Chief Wayne Riley, the re- 
port show'cd a buildup of dex- 
tramethorphao. .which he.aaidwoa_ 
‘substantial evidence” he was us- 
ing Rotntussin-DM. 

Wth recent publicity surround- 
ing the latest teen fad in over-the- 
counter drug abuse, Gisseman 
said looking at all aspects of a 
child's behavior is more effective 
than trying to eliminate the sub- 
stance ^cy are abusing. 

He suggests parents consider 
dre» habits, values, legal trouble*.. 
kKooI performance and friends 
-tan-all be-rioes •a8 " tD-n-tffn'rfafr~ 
havior. 

*Wc try to help parents develop 
perspective when dealing with 
their kids," he said. 

Gisseman said the key to help- 
ing (^lidren deal with problems in 
life is leaching them to have high 
self-esteem. 

"If someone has good self-es- 
teem, they are not at particular 
risk," he said.
